for storm clouds, we petition the governor of
the state of Nebraska to take tha necessary
mensures to have the governor of Colorsdo
or the president of the United States o pre-
vent the company from holding the water
in check for at least fifteen days In each

month, By doing that we eould have water
Yor slock part of the time in abundance and

until nearly time for the opening of
the dam nguin, Besides, allow-
fng us a  stron wmagnetio force

for attracting rain elouds, it having been
elosely watched for the past threo years, and
fully demonstirated that whenever there s
water In the riyer we have frequent rains,
bu: whenever the river Is dry the storms

1¥ide and go north ana south of us to the

orth Platte and Republiean rivers respec-

vely, ‘I'ha only good rain that we have had
since the 24th of laut September and In fact,
&he first, eame when the river was up for a

ay or two. These are undeniable faots, and
merit the promptest attention of those in
aower to remedy the evil. "I'Lhe whole coun-

y from North Platte to Julesburg 1s thiekly
settled and most of us have our last dollar
siaked on our claims, and nothing lays in
the way of successful farming In this coun-
lrf but lack of rain, and that can ba had by
mllowing the sitreams to tlow unmolested.
"'his belng permitted to:ether with the
weostern progress of twently miles a year of
our rain storms will soon do away with Irrl-
'grll.lnn of itself, and I do verily belleve that

ith the presont rate of settlement and the
free flow of water In the rlvm;hunat the rain

belt will least thirty miles a
ihur. e trust that having possed
rough the hard times of Saunders county

together in it early days and knowing how
hard it was on all, you will fully appreciate
the need of our rellef and use all honorable
means in your power to prevent its occur-
rance In the future, e take this privilege
of addressing you to state our grievance
more fully than we could In a peticdlon with-
out making it irksome to those in authority
to nct In the matter, a¥ we wonld have to
ptate tho fact that settiers are obliged to leave
their claims for the winter, and have com-
menced to go already, and no doubt those
that cannot leave, having no place to go to,
or too much stock to attend to which they
will oot be nble to sell, will have to have
government aid or suffer severely. With
good cheer but a gloomy prospect for the
coming winter, I rémain, Yours truly,
Grorae W, StookiNa.

WONDERFUL CHARLES BRANDON.,

Divorced at 90—Three Wives,
Children—10 Sons Iin the Army.

New York Sun: When western Penn-
sylvania was the frontier and the Indian
fighter was the most important and indis-
cnsable person in the settlements,
’harles Brandon was one of the best and
most darmﬁ of all the nctive foes of the
red man, t the age of three years, in
1764, he was captured by the Indians,
who killed his father at the same time,
T'his was on the bunks of the Ohio river,
For twelve years Lhurh(:!w was kept
among the savages, but he disliked them
and escaved when he was fifteen years
old, He found a white settlement and
learned to talk his native language.
From that time on he gave his life to
Indian killing.

In 1700, when the Indians were getting
searce, Charles Brandon married a young
woman named Mary Meyers. She bore
him two children and died. He then
married Fannie Slusher. She bore him
eighteen children, and died in 1830,
Brandon was then nearly BEWM'T years
old. When he was flive years older he
marriea Sarah Barker, who was only
sixteen, She wns the youngest of six-

teen children. 8She lived with him
twenty-one years, bearing him in the
meantime fifteen ehildren. Then she

got a divorce from him, he being ninety-
six. The separation from his wife broke
his heart, and, althongh at the time he
was as agile, strong ana active as he was
when he was married, he pined away
and died the same year the divorce was
obtained. He then had thirty-three liv-
mﬁchihlrcn.
is divorced widow had had the care
of all of them, and she rnised all that
were young cnough to need raising.
Brandon had been the father of thirty-
five children, buttwo died, one a child
of his first wifo and the other one ot the
eighteen his second wife had borne him.
The divorced widow moved to Mounds-
ville, W. Va., and the most of the thirty-
three children went with her. Among
them were two Johns and two Charleses.
(Une of the Jonhs and one of the
(harleses were the third wife's ohildren.
There wns a_James who was old enough
to go to the Mexiean war, where he was
wounded in the neck, When the war of
the rebellion broke out the two Johns,
the two Charleses, Sim: Evans, Peter,
Josephus, Hiram, Jamps, Van Buren,
Jacob, Abraham, Alexander, David, An-
drew, and Reese' of the sons enlisted in
the union army, all in Ohio and Virf[nin
regiments, The third Mrs. Brandon's
John and Charles wera: taken prisoners
at Chickamauga. They were both put
in Andersonville .prison. John died in
nine months; Charles was there twenty-
one months and escaped. Feter was
killed at Shiloh while making & charge.
All the other sons served through the
war and came home,
The third wife of the remarkable old
Indian killer, and motherand stepmother
of his remarkable family still live at

Moundsville. Bhe is seventy years old,
Until three months she was in desti-
tute circumstances. Thenshe got a pen-

sion and §2,600 as her claim against the
government. She is six feet in height, as
straight as an arrow, as strong as a_man
and excelling nine out of every teén in
powersof endurance. Only a few days
ago—one of the hottest—she walked to
5t. Clairaville, twenty miles, in five hours
and back in thesametime, She has only
one eye. The other one was shot out
sbout thirty years ogo by one of the sec-
ond wife's El. he {md occasion to
correct him, He got his bow and arrow
and shot her, putting out her eye, This
remarkable woman knows the where-
abouts of only nine of the thirty-three
children. They live near her.

PULVERIZED COAL.

Groat FEconomy in Cosl—Gratifying
Buccess of Hecent Experiences.

New York Commorecinl Advertiser:
Improved methods for obtaining artiticial
heat are alwaye & subjoct of interest, and
exporiments in this direction are being
mndo all the time to get hoat at as low »
cost ns possible. The manufacture of
water gas bas been very successful, and,

ns 1t can bo produced at & low price,
without the nuisance of ashes and smoke,
ftis groming in favor and efforts are
being made to run it into houses to be
used for heating ns well as for lighting
purposes.

Another method of heating, which is
rapidly mlklng its w:\{v, if the promoters
of 1t nre to be believed, is the pulverized
conl process, A company has been
formed in Philadelphia within a short
time, and within the next sixty days the
;froeasa will be ready for general use.

he claims made for the method are
many, and if one-half of them arg well
founded, there ean bo no doubt of its suo-
cess. Une of the company said to-ds&:
*In this country there are about 20,000,
tons of coal annually wasted, being too
fine for use. Of the total conl mined, it
is estimated that one-eighth gor cent of
waste is made by hiaatm{_: and handling;
and that 0} per cent 18 wasted in the
breaker. Many attempts bave been made
to utilize this immense amount of wast-
age, und until now nothing has been suc-
cessful.

*Until now only & very small Tmutll;y
of this fine dust has been used, The re.
quisjtes for success are, first, simple and
eflicient machinery to reduce the conl to
dust nt a very small cost; second, redue-
tion to an impalpable powder; third, an
automatie suppl{' of coal dust and nair,
each capable of being regulated at will;
fourth, the reduction of the coal and the
simultaneous feeding of it with air into
the fire-box by the same machine; fifth,
the intimate mixture of the fine particles
of coal dust with air, so that each an-
tiele shall be surrounded by air as if it
enters the fire-box, thus insuring com-
plete combustion,

“These conditions bave been com-
pletely fullilled by a new process. The
meathod of using the dust is as follows:
The coal, no matter what size it is, is fed
into a pulveriznr, by which itis ground to
an impalpable powder, This is done by
means of the frictton of the particles,
one agninst the other. After the coal is
ground is passes through the pulverizer,
and on coming out it is met by a current
of cold air from a blower, which sends
it through a nozzle into the combustion
chamber underneath the boiler, This
combustion chamber has to be specially
conatructed, and will last about as lon
as the ordinary oue whore coal is used.
The arch will Iast a year, and the side
walls two years. The supply of coal
dust and air is automatieally regulated
and comvlete combustion is the result.
No smoke escapes from the chimney,
and there is no loss of heat in that way.
We feel confident Lhat at least thirty-five
per cent of fuel will be saved by using
the machines.

“In Philadelphia, the past month, ex-
periments have been made with thia
yrocess In the Harrison Safety Boiler

Yorks, and the engineer made the state-
ment that where 1,400 pounds of coal per
day were used under a small bniler, at a
cost of $3 per ton, 000 pounds of dust
wire used at a cost of about §1 per ton.
The machine for that boiler only cost
about #165, and he thinks there is a sav.
ing of at least 50 per cenl. The cost of
repairs to the machine will not exceed
#10 per annum, One result of using the
refuse coal will be that the price or ordi-
nary coal will have to come down.’"

The Year's Export Trade.

New York Tribune: From the govern-
ment reports which show how large our
exports were in the fiscal year comploted
on the 30th ultimo, some interesting and
instructive facts may be obtained. First,
as regurds the food which we sell in Eu-
ropean nations whose soil will not pro.
duoe enough to supply the needs of the
people. In the lnst year we have export-
ed 151,750,136 bushels of wheat, including
wheat flour.  This quantity was almost
oxantly one-third ot our last wheat erop,
It was greater by sixty turee per cent,
tham the amount exported in the prececid-
ing vear, and it excoeded the whoest ex-
ports of every year since the year ended
June #0th, 1851. In wheat not reduced
to lour we sent abroad a little more than

100,000,000 bushels, nn increase of 77 per
cent,, while the quantity of llower ex-
ported exceeded that of last year by only
40 per cent,  Still, as compared with the
exports of a few years ago, the percent-
age of our wheat sold abroad which goes
in the form of flour has advanced. Now
it is more than one-third, and in 1881 it
was less than one-lifth,

The operations of the Fidelity bank
cornerers checked the exportation of
flour by temporarily closing several flour
mills.  The mfluence exerted by these
gpeculators upon the outward movement
of wheat was comparatively slight, and
has Ewbnbly boen offset in great measure
by the large purchases for export which
have been made since the failure of the
deal earriod prices down to a lower level.
Although so large a quantity of whoeat
and flour was sent across the Atiantie,the
country could have spared 80,000,000
bushels more, and it is unfortunate that
the outflowing stream was chocked by the
work of powerful rings at San Francisco
and (.‘hicuﬁn. But the speculators who op-
eratod in the Chicago market now appear
to be on the road to the penitentiary, and
their fate may resteain others from play-
ing the same game., The price of wheat
isnow low enough to attract foreign

buyers, and the promise of
another large crop may keep
it  near the present quotations,

Thne quantity of corn exported fell 37
er cent. but almost the entire corn crop
# consumed at home, The exportation
of 40,000,000 or 60,000,000 bushels takes
away a very small percentage of a total
crop that ranges from 1,600,000,000 to
2.000,000,000 bushels. The value of all
the breadstufls exported was more than
162,000,000, and greater by 32 per cent
than that of tho preceding year.

In the exports of eattle and hoga there
wns o decrease of about 17 per cent, and
in the exports of fresh beef a decrease of
about 80 per cent, but an advance of
about 50 per cent in the exports of tallow
is noted. With these should be recorded
a slight increase of the exports of bacon,
an increase of about 20 per cent in the
exports of hams, and an increase nearl
as large as the export sales of lard.
These tigures are based upon returns for
eight months. The total exports of beof
and pork products show an increase of 4
per cent for the same period,

The reports which relate to dairy pro-
ducts are less satisfactory. We have at
hand the figures for only eleven months
in the yvear. These show a marked de-

crense, The butter exports have
fallen from 17,346,000 to 11,-
760,000 pounds, and those of

cheese from 77,176,000 to 05,508,000
pounds. The faleffect of _certain _ad-
verse conditions upon foreign trade in
these articles is shown by the statement
that, ns compared with 1885, the exports
of butter have deereased 42 per cent, and
82 per cent as compared with 1886, while
the correnpcndin;;b descrenses in respect
to cheese have beon 83 per cent and
nearly 15 per cent. An exuvlanation of
these decreases may be found in part in
the statement that the exports of the
“oleo bill” rose from 285,923,830 pounds
in 1886, to 41,488,024 in the corresponding
months of the last tiscal year.

Second, a8 regards the export surplus
of our cotton crop. Here the reports
are again unsatisfactory. WWhile the to-
tul exports for ten months are nearly ns
Iurge as last year's, there is a deplorable
falling oft in the month of June, when
the quantity sent abroad wasonly 19,764,«
112 pounde, as against 112,670,019 pounds
in June, 1886. The value of of the sume
cotton expurted 1n the last quarter of the
yoar was only $15,000,000, as compared
with 40,000, in the corresvonding quar-
ter of 1886, The steady decline is due to
speculation, which has carried up the
price about 2 cents a pound since March,
I'he result of this unnatural advance has
heen the result of the loss of $25,009,000
in export receipts. Unfortunately for
our trade, the cornerers of cotton have
been more successful than the managers
of the wheat "deal.”
